Boards, Commissions, and Like Entities

Report to the Legislature

Louisiana Revised Statute (LSA-R.S.) 24:513.2(F) requires the
Legislative Auditor to annually submit to the legislature a report including
summary financial and personnel information on all boards, commissions,
and like entities created by law or executive order, and to report findings
and recommendations resulting from any analysis of the information. The
statute directs all agencies, boards, commissions, and departments of the
state and its political subdivisions to submit information requested by the
Legislative Auditor to assist him in this responsibility. Based on our
analysis, we submit the following information and recommendations:

• We identified 360 boards, commissions, and like entities created
by existing law or executive order; this represents a net increase
of 6.5 per cent over the number of such entities which existed as
of January 1, 1992. The Louisiana Legislature may wish to
consider controlling the growth of boards, commissions, and
like entities.

• Twelve boards, commissions, and like entities that were created
during 1991 or earlier have never been fully organized or have
been inactive for two or more years. We recommend that these
entities be abolished.

• We were unable to determine the status of 28 boards, com-
missions, and like entities that have not responded to our
requests for two or more years. We have not received any
indication that these entities are fulfilling their established
functions. We recommend that these entities be abolished.

• We were unable to determine the status of 21 boards,
commissions, and like entities that did not respond to our
request this year. The Louisiana Legislature may wish to
consider the effectiveness of these entities.

Louisiana Revised Statute (LSA-R.S.) 24:513.2 requires the
Legislative Auditor to submit annually to the legislature a report
containing summary financial information and personnel data on all
state boards, commissions, and like entities. Pursuant to the
statute, we have prepared this report which contains information on
360 such entities. The entities are grouped into five categories
within the report: (1) licensing agencies; (2) port commissions and
harbor districts; (3) levee districts; (4) other boards, commissions,
and like entities; and (5) budget units of the state. The entities are
arranged alphabetically within each category and an alphabetical
index is included on pages F-l through F-12 of this report.

Information Requested LSA-R.S. 24:513.2(F) requires all boards, commissions, and like
entities to furnish information and reports as requested by the
Legislative Auditor to fiilfill his responsibilities. LSA-R.S. 39:1335
requires licensing agencies to submit information on forms that
were developed jointly by the Legislative Auditor and the
Legislative Fiscal Office and approved by the Joint Legislative
Committee on the Budget. The information required by these
forms includes identification of the date created, legal authority, and
purpose and function; summary and detail information pertaining to
actual and budgeted revenues, expenditures, and fund balances; the
number of classified and unclassified personnel; the number of
board members; participation in state employee benefit programs by
employees and board members; the number of board meetings held
during the most recent year; and information pertaining to licenses
issued, examinations taken, and enforcement actions taken.

We requested all licensing agencies to complete and submit the
forms approved by the Joint Legislative Committee on the Budget.
All other boards, commissions, and like entities, except budget
units, were requested to complete and submit similar forms, except
that the financial and budget information was requested in summary
form only and information pertaining to licenses, examinations, and
enforcement actions was not requested. Entities that received and
spent funds only for board member travel and/or per diem were
instructed to omit the forms pertaining to financial and budget
information and to provide information relative to the amount
received and spent for board member travel and per diem. Budget
units were requested to provide information relative only to date
created, legal authority, and purpose and function.
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Incomplete Responses In some instances, the submitted information was incomplete; in
these instances, we have indicated that the information was not
submitted. Some licensing agencies either did not respond to our
request or did not complete the performance indicator form. In
these instances, we have used the notation "ukn" to indicate that the
number of licenses issued, examinations taken, and/or enforcement
actions opened, closed, and/or pending is unknown.
